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REPORT  OF  SCHOOL  BOARD. 


Once  more  the  time  has  come  in  which  your  committee 
must  give  an  account  of  their  stewardship.  The  condition 
of  our  schools  during  the  past  year  has  been  such  as  to  satisfy, 
in  most  cases,  the  reasonable  expectations  of  our  citizens. 
Some  of  them  we  cannot  report  as  successful  as  we  wished  to 
see  them.  There  was  evidently  trouble  in  the  air  ;  good  order 
has  not  been  a  prominent  feature,  yet  no  serious  act  of  insub- 
ordination has  occurred.  In  most  cases  harmony  and  good 
will  have  existed  between  teacher  and  scholars  ;  where  con- 
trary conditions  have  existed,  and  we  have  been  let  into  the 
heart  of  things,  we  have  taken  prompt  measures  to  correct. 
A  scholar  who  is  disposed  to  disobey  the  rules  of  school,  and 
to  see  just  how  far  he  can  go  in  that  direction,  should  (as  Dr. 
Harris,  superintendent  of  schools  in  Keene,  savs),  "  Be  talked 
to  not  too  long^  but  to  be  gotten  rid  of;  he  is  an  imposition  to 
the  school."  We  have  been  much  annoyed  by  non-attendance, 
in  many  cases  without  (so  far  as  we  could  judge)  bona-fide 
and  sutficient  reasons.  Perhaps  it  would  be  well  to  copy  right 
here  some  extracts  from  New  Hampshire  School  Laws  : 

"  PARENTS    REQUIRED    TO    SEND    CHILDREN    TO    SCHOOL. 

Every  person  having  the  custody  and  control  of  a  child 
between  the  ages  of  eight  and  sixteen  years,  residing  in  a 
school  district  in  which  a  public  school  is  annually  taught, 
shall  cause  such  child  to  attend  the  public  school  for  twelve 
weeks  at  least  in  every  year,  six  weeks  at  least  of  which  shall 
be  consecutive,  unless  the  child  shall  be  excused  by  the  school 
board  of  the  district  because  his  physical  or  mental  condition 
was  such  as  to  prevent  his  attendance  at  school  for  the  period 
required,  or  because  he  was  instructed  in  a  private  school  for 


at  least  twelve  weeks  during  the  year  in  the  common  English 
branches,  or  having  acquired  those  branches,  in  other  more 
advanced  studies. 

PENALTY. 

Any  person  who  does  not  comply  with  the  requirements 
of  the  preceding  section  shall  forfeit  ten  dollars  for  the  first 
oflence,  and  twenty  dollars  for  every  subsequent  oftence." 

We  have  been  made  aware  of  the  chronic  grumbler,  the 
class  who  seldom,  if  ever  visit  school,  but  incline  to  growl 
like  a  caged  mastiff'.  We  have  not  been  ready  to  accept  these 
criticisms,  as  they  are  unjust — and  unfair.  A  parent  or 
guardian  who  visits  school  and  proves  by  sights  and  not  by 
faith  in  the  young  atom  of  humanity  who  brings  home  a  report 
that  the  school  is  not  what  it  ought  to  be,  then  we  trust  we  are 
always  ready  to  listen,  and  to  try  to  bring  about  better  results. 
Said  a  parent  to  a  boy  who  carried  home  a  complaint :  "  Don't 
come  to  me  with  any  complaint  about  your  teacher.  If  you 
behave  yourself  you  will  learn."  Would  there  were  many 
more  of  the  same  stamp.  If  parents  would  make  more  visits, 
and  not  consider  time  spent  in  the  school-room  misspent,  they 
would  know  if  their  children  were  doing  well  or  ill.  They 
would  be  brought  in  touch  with  the  teacher,  and  be  led  to 
cooperate  and  assist  in  endeavor  to  benefit  the  school.  Much 
depends  on  you  parents.  Scholars,  teachers  and  committee 
need,  and  have  a  right  to  expect  your  sympathy  and  assistance. 
If  they  do  not  receive  it,  you  throw  stumbling  blocks  in  their 
way.  You  permit  some  frivolous  excuse  to  keep  your  children 
from  school  much  of  the  time,  causing  interruption  not  only 
to  the  progress  of  your  own  children,  but  to  the  whole  school. 
Exaggerated  and  slanderous  reports  in  regard  to  the  manage- 
ment get  about.  We  say  if  you  permit  all  this,  our  schools 
must  fail  to  accomplish  the  good  which  we  have  a  right  to 
expect.  We  cannot  attain  our  standard  without  shoulder  to 
shoulder  work  of  all  interested.  "  A  great  brotherhood  with 
a  common  sympathy  and  a  common  aim."  One  hindrance  to 
the  progress  of  our  schools  is  in  not  being  able  to  grade  in  a 
way  to  derive  the   greatest  benefit.     Yet  vv^e  should   continue 


the  attempt,  and  approach  as  near  perfection  as  circumstances 
will  admit.  Good  work  is  being  done  in  our  primary  grade, 
and  our  beginners  in  school  work  who  yield  the  richest  returns 
to  good  work,  are  not  left  to  the  mercy  of  indifferent  teaching. 
"  A  teacher  of  eminent  ability  is  the  best  to  teach  little  things 
as  well  as  great  things,  and  is  a  power  for  good  in  the  lives  of 
children  of  all  classes.  The  progressive,  conscientious  teacher 
full  of  sympathy  with  child  life,  and  competent  to  develop 
infinite  possibilities,  is  worthy  a  place  with  the  highest  in  the 
land."  Our  teachers  must  be  tJiought  worthy  of  honor  and 
imitation  in  order  to  properly  influence  the  scholars.  We 
think  ours  compare  favorably  with  those  in  neighboring  towns, 
and  that  we  have  had  an  efficient  corps  the  past  year.  We 
would  like  every  school-room  to  have  a  good  clock,  and  all 
work  done  at  its  appointed  time,  the  scholars  to  see  when  that 
time  comes.  A  globe  also  should  be  furnished  for  illustrating 
the  study  of  geography.  Less  time  would  be  wasted  in  trying 
to  make  scholars  understand.  We  hope  our  teachers  will 
become  members  of  the  "  Cheshire  County  Teachers  Asso- 
ciation," recently  organized  in  Keene.  There  is  no  doubt 
they  would  receive  benefit  thereby.  Also,  the  members  of 
our  school  board  will  find  it  an  advantage  and  of  interest,  to 
attend  the  monthly  meetings  of  the  "  Cheshire  County  School 
Boards."

Number  of  books  lost  during  the  year,  none.  Number  of 
books  added  during  the  year,  78.  Our  library  now  contains 
4,293  volumes.  The  average  circulation  has  been  at  the  rate 
of  61  per  week,  or  3,172  volumes  for  the  year.  We  acknowl- 
edge the  receipt  of  several  reports  and  public  documents  from 
the  state  and  general  government. 

Each  free  library  is  gradually  becoming  the  center  of  the 
higher  life  of  its  community  ;   and  they  are  successfully  appeal- 
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ing  to  the  private  liberality  for  an  increasing  attractiveness 
and  usefulness. 

Many  wealthy  men  and  women  have  already  seen  and 
practically  demonstrated  that  there  is  no  surer  way  of  bene- 
fitting their  neighborhoods  or  places  of  their  nativity,  than  by 
providing  permanent  library  buildings,  capable  of  giving  the 
pleasure  and  education  which  fair  forms  and  beautiful  coloring 
afford,  and  by  liberal  private  donations  for  the  purchase  of 
books  and  works  of  art  for  such  libraries ;  and  also  by  pro- 
viding public  reading  rooms  and  supplying  them  with  the 
leading  magazines  and  newspapers  of  the  day.  Notably 
among  the  library  buildings  recently  donated  and  erected  in 
this  state,  is  the  Fowler  free  library  building,  at  Concord. 

The  Silsby  library  building,  at  Ac  worth,  by  a  bequest 
received  from  the  estate  of  the  late  Ithiel  Homer  Silsby.  The 
money  so  received  was  largely  expended  in  the  erection  of  a 
substantial  brick  building.  The  front  is  18x40  feet,  with  a 
book  room  at  the  back,  24  x  24  feet.  One  of  the  rooms  on 
the  front  is  used  as  a  reading  room  ;  the  other  room  contains 
a  collection  of  mounted  birds,  numbering  400  specimens,  the 
handiwork  and  skill  of  the  late  G.  G.  Dickey,  who  con- 
tributed the  entire  collection  to  the  library. 

The  Silsby  free  public  library  building,  at  Charlestown, 
was  a  gift  to  the  town  from  the  late  Ithiel  Homer  Silsby,  a 
former  resident  of  Charlestown.  The  building  is  constructed 
of  brick,  with  trimmings  of  brownstone,  at  a  cost  of  $7,100. 
The  site  was  purchased  and  graded  by  the  town  at  an  expense 
of  $3,700.      It  is  a  beautiful  building. 

The  Exeter  public  libraiy  building,  erected  in  1892—3,  at 
an  expense  of  over  $15,000. 

The  Fremont  library  building,  erected  last  year. 

The  Whitcomb  library,  of  Hancock,  of  brick  and  stone, 
was  the  gift  of  the  late  Adolphus  C.  Whitcomb,  a  native  of 
Hancock,  but  at  the  time  of  its  erection,  was  residing  in  Paris. 
The  cost  of  the  building  and  furnishings  was  over  $4,000. 

The  Newington  public  library  building,  at  Newington, 
largely  through  the   munificence  of  Woodbury   Langdon,  of 
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New  York,  a  summer  resident  of  that  place,  costing  over 
$4,000. 

Tlie  Richards  library  building,  of  Newport,  the  gift  of 
Hon.  Dexter  Richards,  a  native  and  lifelong  resident  of  that 
town. 

The  Peterborough  town  library  building,  erected  in  1892. 
A  substantial  fire-proof  building,  towards  the  construction  of 
which  Mrs.  Nancy  (Smith)  Foster,  of  Chicago,  contributed 
$10,000,  and  William  H.  Smith,  of  Alton,  111.,  gave  $5,000. 
They  were  both  natives  and  former  residents  of  Peterborough. 
The  entire  cost  of  the  building  was  about  $20,000. 

The  Ingalls  memorial  library  building,  at  Rindge,  the  gift 
of  Hon.  Rodney  Wallace,  of  Fitchburg,  Mass.  The  structure 
is  built  of  Trenton  pressed  brick  and  Longmeadow  brown- 
stone.  The  interior  is  divided  into  a  book  room,  waiting 
room,  reading  room,  art  room,  and  a  hall  in  the  second  story. 
The  building  was  delivered  to  the  town  completed  and  finished 
in  every  detail,  at  its  dedication,  June  13,  1895.  "In  archi- 
tecture, in  design,  and  in  all  its  appointments,  it  is  a  fitting 
temple  for  the  institution  it  shelters." 

In  1 89 1,  Hudson  E.  Bridge,  of  St.  Louis,  a  summer  resi- 
dent of  W^alpole,  erected  a  library  building  as  a  memorial  to 
his  father,  and  presented  it  to  the  town.  At  the  annual  meet- 
ing in  1892,  the  town  accepted  the  gift,  and  voted  to  keep  the 
building  in  repair,  and  to  appropriate  not  less  than  $250 
annually,  forever,  for  the  maintenance  of  the  library  and 
purchase  of  books,  and  further  agreed  to  replace  the  building, 
if  destroyed,  by  one  equally  good. 

The  Pillsbury  free  library,  of  Warner,  was  founded  in 
1891,  by  Hon.  George  A.  Pillsbury,  of  Minneapolis,  Minn., 
a  former  resident  of  the  town,  who  also  contributed  more  than 
4,000  volumes  of  books  to  the  library. 

Swanzey  has  also  received  the  gift  of  the  Mt.  Caesar  Semi- 
nary building,  from  Hon.  George  Carpenter,  for  uses  and 
purposes  of  a  library.  And  Jaftrey  has  during  the  past  year 
erected  a  beautiful  and  substantial  library  building,  constructed 
of  brick    and  brownstone,  from  a  fund  left  to    the   town  by 
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bequest  of  the  late  Miss  Susan  Clay,  formerly  of  Rindge, 
which  is  to  be  dedicated  during  the  coming  spring  or  summer. 
And  we  could  mention  many  more  towns  and  cities  in  the 
state  which  have  received  gifts  of  library  buildings  and 
thousands  of  volunfes  of  valuable  books  for  the  establishment 
of  free  public  Jibraries,  but  our  space  will  not  permit. 

It  can  thus  be  seen  that  public  libraries,  and  buildings  for 
their  safe  protection,  are  annually  increasing  all  over  our 
state,  and  in  fact,  throughout  the  entire  country,  and  cities  and 
towns  can  well  aflbrd  to  aid  in  their  support,  as  one  of  the 
cheapest  and  best  means  of  the  education  and  enlightenment 
of  the  masses. 

The  reader  who  has  held  communion  with  many  great 
writers,  will  find  his  views  correspondingly  enlarged,  and  his 
mental  vision  cleared.  The  besetting  conceit  of  opinion,  the 
ignoble  strife  of  warring  sects  and'  schools,  are  seen  in  their 
true  light.  He  has  read  to  little  purpose  who  has  not  imbibed 
a  charity  as  wide  as  the  world,  and  an  open-mindedness  that  is 
fatal  to  the  slightest  taint  of  bigotry.  Aluch  converse  with 
books  fills  him  with  a  sense  of  his  own  ignorance.  The 
more  he  comes  to  know,  the  wider  opens  before  him  the 
illimitable  realm  of  what  is  yet  to  be  known.  The  vast 
extent  of  the  world  of  books  only  emphasizes  the  need  of 
making  a  wise  selection  from  the  mass.  One  of  the  com- 
monest and  most  inconsiderate  of  the  questions  propounded  to 
a  librarian  is  this:  "Do  you  expect  to  read  all  these  books 
through  :  "  And  it  is  well  answered  by  ^propounding  another 
query,  namely  :  "  Did  you  ever  read  your  dictionary  through  ?" 
A  great  library  is  the  scholar's  dictionary  —  not  to  read 
through,  but  to  be  able  to  put  his  finger  on  the  fact  or  the 
thought  he  wants,  just  when  it  is  wanted. 

The  supervisors  would  cheerfully  recommend  the  re-election 
of  the  very  efficient  present  incumbent  as  librarian  for  the 
ensuing  year.  Sections  i  and  2  of  chapter  1 18,  of  the  laws 
of  1895,  approved  March  29,  1895,  provides  for  the  main- 
tenance of  public  libraries,  as  follows,  viz  : 

Section   i.     The    selectmen    in    each    town    shall   assess 
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so 

annually,  upon  the  polls  and  ratable  estate  taxable  therein,  a 
sum  to  be  computed  at  the  rate  of  thirty  dollars  for  every 
dollar  of  the  public  taxes  apportioned  to  such  town,  and  so 
for  a  greater  or  less  sum. 

Sect.   2.     The    town    may    raise    a    sum    exceeding   the 
amount  aforesaid,  which  shall  be  assessed  ift  the  same  manner. 
The  supervisors  have  no  salary  for  their  services.

town  affairs : 

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  town  hall,  in  said 
Fitzwilliam,  on  the  second  Tuesday  of  March  next,  at  nine  of 
the  clock  in  the  forenoon,  to  act  upon  the  following  subjects  : 

Article  i. — To  hear  and  act  upon  the  reports  of  agents, 
auditors,  committees  or  officers  heretofore  chosen. 

Art.  2. — To  choose  all  necessary  town  officers  for  the 
year  ensuing. 

Art.   3. — To  allow  accounts  against  the  town. 

Art.  4. — To  raise  money  for  schools  and  determine  the 
amount. 

Art.  5. — To  raise  money  for  the  repair  of  highways  and 
bridges  and  determine  the  amount. 

Art.  6. — To  raise  money  to  defray  town  charges  and 
determine  the  amount. 

Art.  7. — To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  one  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  to  build  side- 
walks ;  seventy-five  dollars  to  be  expended  in  the  Depot 
village  and  seventy-five  dollars  in  Fitzwilliam  village,  the 
same  to  be  expended  under  the  direction  of  a  committee  to  be 
chosen  for  that  purpose. 

Art.  8. — To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  instruct  the  fire- 
wards  to  procure  two  of  the  Racine  fire  extinguishers,  to  be 
kept  in  the  town  house  for  the  better  protection  against  fire 
inside  of  said  building,  and  that  the  same  be  paid  for  out  of 
any  money  in  the  treasury  not  otherwise  appropriated. 
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Art.  9. — To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  reduce  the  salary 
of  the  board  of  education  from  fifty  dollars  each  a  year  to  the 
sum  of  twenty-five  dollars  each  per  year. 

Art.  10. — To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  instruct  the 
selectmen  to  dig  a  well  in  the  vicinity  of  the  town  house  for 
the  purpose  of  procuring  water  for  the  use  of  said  house. 

Art.  II. — To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  a  sum  of  money  not  exceeding  seventy-five  dol- 
lars, for  Memorial  Da}',  to  be  expended  under  the  direction  of 
the  G.  A.  R. 

Art.  12. — To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  a  sum  not  to  exceed  fifty  dollars  to  purchase  a 
curtain  for  the  town  hall. 

Art.  13. — To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  purchase  a 
new  road  machine,  and  raise  and  appropriate  money  for  the 
same. 

Art.  14. — To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  discontinue  tlie 
highway  southeast  from  the  house  of  Anna  L.  Stone  to  the 
end  of  the  highway. 

Art.  15. — To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  instruct  the 
selectmen  to  lily  out  a  new  highway  according  to  the  petition 
of  R.  L.  Angier  and  others,  and  raise  and  appropriate 
money  to  build  the  same.
